CREDENTIALS 


This  month's  cover  is  devoted  to  a 
small  section  from  CREDENTIALS 
or  THINK,  THINK  LUCKY  for 
voice  and  instruments  by  Roman 
Haubenstock-Ramati.  The  part  you 
see  represents  approximately  one-third 
of  the  score's  MOBILE  FOR  VOICE. 
Haubenstock-Ramati  was  a  pioneer 
in  developing  the  musical  mobile,  a 
structure  analagous  to  the  sculptural 
form,  in  which  the  score  is  divided 
into  small  parts  that  in  the  player's 
imagination  spin  and  rotate  in  con- 
stantly varying  relationships  to  one 
another.  Haubenstock-Ramati's  mo- 
biles contain  spare,  distinctive  mate- 
rial that  is  to  be  played  over  a  long 
period  of  time.  Here,  in  more  than  any 
other  form,  is  the  performer  forced  to 
study  and  devour  every  minute  nota- 
tion on  the  page,  to  realize  every  pos- 
sible permutation  of  the  material,  so 
that  in  making  his  way  through  the 
mobile  he  can  continue  to  express  new 
aspects  of  the  musical  cells  as  they 
rotate  and  appear  in  ever  changing 
patterns  and  contexts. 

In  the  diagram  imagine 
a  small  block  of  music  in 
almost  every  cell  (some 
are  blank,  indicating  rests, 
in  others  the  material  spills 
over  the  lines  to  occupy 
two  squares).  If  the  player  chooses  to 
move  from  left  to  right,  then  cells  1 
and  2  can  be  heard  as  a  phrase.  As 
the  mobile  form  takes  life  in  the  play- 
er's mind  he  may  be  directed  to  play 
from  top  to  bottom,  putting  1  now  in 
a  phrase  with  6.  As  the  material  is 
heard  again  and  again,  new  relation- 
ships and  changing  contexts  are  heard. 

There  is  no  score  in  the  traditional 
sense  to  CREDENTIALS,  since  each 
player  has  his  own  mobile  and  will 
realize  it  differently  in  each  perform- 
ance. The  conductor's  score  indicates 
entrances  and  exits  for  each  performer 
and,  occasionally,  dynamic  and  ex- 
pressive instructions.  The  conductor 
is  responsible  for  the  overall  sound 
of  the  work  and  must  guide  the  in- 
dividuals toward  becoming  what  he 
feels  to  be  the  most  exciting  and  ex- 
pressive entity  as  an  instrumental 
group  and  as  a  force  reacting  to  the 
vocal  line. 


Some  of  the  mobile  cells  are  notated 
traditionally.  In  most  there  are  many 
free  factors,  so  that  upon  the  return  of 
the  cell  the  player  has  the  choice  of 
creating  a  faithful  repetition  or  a  varia- 
tion. The  performer  may  assign  some 
audible  characteristic  to  a  part  of  cell 
so  as  to  make  it  identifiable  while  vary- 
ing other  parts.  When  he  repeats  it 
faithfully  the  conscious  remembers  it 
clearly,  despite  the  new  context.  When 
he  chooses  to  vary  it  and  maintain 
fewer  of  the  past  characteristics,  the 
subconscious  memory  comes  into  play. 
Thus  each  part  as  well  as  the  whole 
mobile  undergoes  constant  develop- 
ment. The  player  is  told  to  react  to 
the  whole  in  an  attitude  of  consonance 
or  disonance  —  to  perform  the  mate- 
rial, as  he  is  moved,  calmly  or  ner- 
vously, loudly  or  softly,  etc.  Hauben- 
stock-Ramati has  created  a  form  that 
gives  the  performer  great  freedom  and 
responsibility.  His  music  is  not  to  be 
lightly  approached. 

In  the  musical  world  of  the  1950's 
and  early  60's,  a  world  so  dominated 
by  a  small,  closely  knit  and  inbred 
group  of  composers,  Haubenstock- 
Ramati  stood  and  continues  to  stand 
apart.  In  a  world  in  which  the  domi- 
nating group  of  composers  devoured 
each  other's  work,  exchanged  ideas 
fervently,  criticized  and  even  re-wrote 
each  others  music,  Haubenstock-Ra- 
mati remained  on  the  side,  an  inde- 
pendent figure. 

When  I  met  Henri  Pousseur  in 
Basel  in  1964  I  was  shocked  to  learn 
that  he  was  totally  ignorant  of  a  major 
piece  of  H-R's  that  I,  an  American, 
had  heard  thrice  performed  in  Cali- 
fornia. H-R  is  senior  editor  at  Univer- 
sal Edition.  His  npera  AMF.RTKA  was 
premiered  recently  at  the  Berlin  Opera. 
You  will  be  able  to  hear  CREDEN- 
TIALS, which  is  based  on  Lucky's 
monologue  from  WAITING  FOR 
GODOT,  at  KPFA's  Concert  of  Con- 
temporary Music  to  be  held  at  the 
S.F.   Museum  of  Art  on  May    10th. 

Gerhard  Samuel  will  conduct  and 
Robert  Moran  will  perform  the  voice 
part  in  the  world  premiere  of  a  new 
version  of  the  work,  using  an  actor 
instead  of  a  singer.

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HISTORY  is  a  word  which  generally 
conveys  a  sense  of  encapsulated  excite- 
ment—the feeling  that  if  one  took  the 
time,  exciting  dramas  of  life  would  be 
revealed.  That  may  be  frequently  so,  but 
history  is  also  full  of  just  plain  ordinary 
days.  May  20th  appears,  after  modest 
research,  to  have  been  one  of  them. 

for  example,  on  May  20,  1904  there 
was  still  no  such  thing  as  an  ice  cream 
cone.  It  had  two  months  to  go  before 
being  discovered  (?).  It  wasn't  until  July 
23,  when  Charles  Menches  was  enter- 
taining his  girl  friend  in  St.  Louis,  Mis- 
souri by  juggling  flowers,  a  waffle  and 
some  drippy  ice  cream,  that  it  was  in- 
vented. In  1496  Vasco  Da  Gama  was 
still  looking  for  a  water  route  from  Eu- 
rope to  India.  In  1700,  England  was 
talking  about  the  discovery  of  the  kan- 
garoo by  William  Dampier,  a  buccaneer. 

In  1891,  Miss  Beatrix  Potter  was  work- 
ing on  the  first  designs  for  Peter  Rabbit, 
while  in  1820,  Florence  Nightingale  was 
being  fussed  over  for  being  five  days 
old.  Henry  Ford  spent  this  day,  1896, 
working  on  a  little  project,  his  first  car. 
Two  weeks  later  he  tested  it  and  found 
that  it  did,  indeed,  run.  People  could 
travel  by  train  from  New  York  to  Oak- 
land because  ten  days  earlier  the  Golden 
Spike  had  been  driven  into  the  last  tie 
of  the  transcontinental  railway  at  Prom- 
ontory, Utah.  And  lots  of  people  a  hun- 
dred years  ago  were  reading  Rapped 
Dick  by  Horatio  Alger,  a  most  popular 
volume  for  boys,  which  perpetuated  the 
myth  that  hard  work  and  honesty  would 
unquestionably  bring  success  and  fortune. 

In  1936,  Emil  Hurja  called  on  Harold 
Ickes  to  tell  him  that  the  forthcoming 
presidential  campaign  wolkl  be  a  tough 
one  for  Roosevelt;  that  Landon  would  be 
a  formidable  candidate  and  that  the 
Literary  Digest  poll  will  be  "terrible"  for 
Roosevelt.  In  1764,  Master  W.  A.  Mo- 
zart, aged  8,  was  musing  over  the  previ- 
ous day  when  he  and  his  sister,  Maria, 
aged  13,  gave  a  little  concert  at  the 
court  of  George  HI.  And  if  you  were  in 
New  York  on  May  20th,  1925,  you  would 
hear  people  still  talking  about  April  20th, 
the  night  Minsky's  was  raided. 

Day  Star  was  champing  in  his  stall  on 
May  20,  1879,  in  anticipation  of  winning 
the  4th  Kentucky  Derby,  at  Churchill 
Downs,  the  next  day,  the  21st.  He  won 
$4050  on  a  good  track  in  :37U  under 
jockey  Carter.  And  just  eight  years  later, 
on  the  evening  of  May  20,  1887,  Dr. 
Watson  was  returning  from  a  call  on  a 
patient  and  just  by  chance  his  way  led 
him  through  Baker  Street.  As  he  passed 
the  well-remembered  door,  he  was  seized 
with  a  keen  desire  to  see  Holmes.  This 
same  night,  a  man  identifying  himself  as 
the  Count  Von  Kramm,  called  at  221 
Baker  Street  to  retain  the  services  of  Mr. 
Sherlock  Holmes  in  the  case  of  Irene 
Adier,  otherwise  known  as  Scandal  in 
Bohemia. 


Let  us  now  review  issues:  for  example, 
two  weeks  previous  to  this  date,  in  1840, 
the  first  postage  stamp  was  issued  by 
Great  Britain.  It  was  called  the  "Penny 
Black".  And  on  May  20,  1866,  the  United 
States  authorized  the  isuance  of  the  first 
nickel.  If  you  have  either  of  these  today, 
the  stamp  is  worth  about  $8,  and  the 
nickel  about  S100.  In  good  condition. 
Honore  de  Balzac  was  born  this  day  in 
Tours,  in  central  France,  sur  la  Loire,  in 
1799.  In  1903,  Jerzy  Sitelberg  was  born, 
too,  while  in  1819,  Edward,  Duke  of 
Kent,  the  fourth  son  of  King  George  III, 
was  waiting  around  Kensington  Palace 
for  his  first  and  only  issue,  a  child  named 
Victoria,  who  was  born,  at  last,  on  the 
24th. 

Finally,  Charles  Lindbergh  left  New 
York  on  May  20,  1927,  on  the  first  solo 
flight  across  the  Atlantic.  Lucky,  Lucky 
Lindy,  the  Eagle  of  the  Yew  Ess  Aay.
